King, “but we have faced critical 
situations before in this war when 
we were not in the position we are 
how, 

“Never since the war started has | 
the strength of the United Nations 
been so powerful and well organized 
as at the present time.” 

While the situation was bad on 
one front it has eased on others and 
the whole picture of the war should 
be studied at the same time to ar- 
Nive at any conclusions. 

All his deliberations in Washing- 
ton were so secret, the prime minis- 
ter said, that it would be impossible 
to give the house of commons any 
more information than has appeared 
in the press.

The conference was called by 
the Alberta government, follow- 
ing a meeting in that province 
attended by representatives of 
the various farm organizations 
as well as government officials. 
A similar meeting was called in 

Saskatchewan by the Saskatche- 
wan Co-operative Conference, at 
which delegates were chosen, at 
the request of the Saskatchewan 
premier, to represent the province 
at the debt parley. 

INTEREST DRAIN 

The drain of interest charges, 
Mr. Bickerton said, now imposed 
on the agricultural industry, had 
reached an amount that could bare- 
ly be paid with one-third of the 
total revenue of the prairie farms, 
and the remaining two-thirds was 
insufficient to support the industry 
itself, plus almost the entire econ- 
omy of the western provinces. 

This situation, he stated, which 
was likely to grow steadily 
worse, constituted a continuous 
drag upon the efficiency of farm 
operation, and could not be ad- 
justed by the mere shuffling of 
debts to maintain the occupants 
in their present condition, 
Merely adjusting the existing 

debt to maintain the present occu- 
pants, or changing operators to 
continue the same line of produc- 
tion, would but bring a 
eventually, of the same 
he said. 

NEEDS FEARLESS ACTION 

The prairie farm problem, Mr. 
Bickerton emphasized, went far 
beyond adjusting debt and protect- 
ing occypants. It required the 
fearless undertaking of land utiliz- 
ation and farm rehabilitation on 
an extensive scale 

Although farmers had been 
kept on the land by the assistance 
of subsidies and bonuses, the 
money so spent, he declared, had 
not in any measureable degree, 
helped to bring about the requir- 
ed intelligently-planned agricul- 
ture, necessary to maiMtain oper- 
ation or domestic security. 

“Upon the foundation established 
by the prairie pioneers can be built 
the greatest food producing plant 
and storehouse the world has ever 
known,” he said, “but it will take 
vision, courage, and determined 
action to make the area beneficial

Allies And Axis 
Swap Air Blows

CAIRO, June 26. — (BUP) — 
Allied and Axis air squadrons 
exchanged heavy blows in the 
North African desert today as a 
powerful enemy striking force 
pushed 110 miles into Egypt and 
to within 30 miles of the British 
defence base at Marsa Matruh 
for a major engagement that may 
already be in progress. 
Despatches from Marsa Matruh 
said that indications were increas- 
ing that Nazi Field Marshal Erwin 
Rommel! would make his main as- 
sault in that sector, Advance forces 
already have been engaged there 
and the British Eighth Army is re- 
grouped against three enemy col- 
j}umns. Today's communique said 
the main battle had not started at 
dusk last night but it may have 
been joined later, 


ATTACK TOBRUK 

United States Army Air Corps 
planes joined with the R.A.F, in 
heavy new raids Wednesday and 
Thursday nights against the main 
Axis supply bases at Bengasi and 
Tobruk and aerial attacks con- 
tinued against Rommel’s advance 
units and big supply columns mov- 
ing over the desert in a box forma- 
tion protected by tanks. 

“A strong force of Wellingtons 
and Liberators last night attacked 
Tobruk,” the R.A.F. communique 
said. “The Liberators manned by 
United States crews concentrated 
on the harbor; the Wellingtons on 
the land targets. Reports of the 
damage are not yet available.”

Churchill Will 
Get Heavy Vote 


Of Confidence

LONDON, June 26:— (AP) — 
Prime Minister Churchill's mas- 


tery of oratory and _ political 
Strategy, backed by the powerful 
parties making up his govern- 
ment, will be thrown into the 
forthcoming House of Commons 
battle over an insurgent motion 
for a vote of “no confidence” in 
his direction of the war. 

And political observers expect 
him to win an overwhelming vote 
of confidence—with perhaps 20 
Votes cast against him and a num- 
ber abstaining from voting. 


THEMES OF SPEECH 

Supporters of Mr. Churchill pre- 
dict that in facing the third and 
most serious political crisis of his 
premiership, he will dwell 
opening speech on two basic themes: 


1—His oft-expressed belief the| 


tide of victory has turned so strong- 
ly for the Allies that disasters like 
Tobruk can not check it, 

2—His close connection with the 
United States, whose entry into the 
War made victory certain in the 
minds of the British people. 

These supporters expect the prime 
minister to disclose the inner work- 
ings—up to the limits of military 
security of strategic planning 
which failed in Libya. 

SHAKEUP LIKELY 

In the past, Mr. Churchill has 
taken on himself the ‘full burden 
for decisions, placing the issue on 
his own capabilities. 


Many informed sources con- 
sider it likely he will disarm his 
opponents by ordering a shakeup 
of the Middle Eastern command, 
perhaps summoning Gen. Sir 
Archibald Wavell, who is highly 
esteemed by the press and pub- 
lic, from India to defend Egypt. 


One point on which the opposi- 
tion undoubtedly will dwell is the 
phrasing of communiques which 
they say gave an erroneous im- 
pression of the course of the Libyan 
battle. The prime minister's sup- 
* porters consider the best reply 
would be a parliamentary reading 
of the actual dispatches from com- 
manders in the field which in the 
first two weeks of the campaign 
were almost uniformly optimistic.

SIGNIFICANT WORDS 


Some trend-spotters point out as 
significant a recent speech by Eric 
A. Johnston, president of the United 
States chamber of commerce, There 
is no isolatioism in this paragraph: 

“Ours may be the tragic privilege 
of living in the greatest military 
crisis since Napoleon; the greatest 
economic crisis since Adam Smith; 
the greatest social crisis since the 
fall of the Roman empire. 


“But if ours is the tragic privi- 
lege, it is also the magnificent op- 
portunity to mould and to form 
and direct this soclety, which will 
lead to greater happiness, greater 
enjoyment of life—a society which 
can lead to permanent peace.”

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Revenues Go Up 


Edmonton's utility enterprises are do- 
ing better this year than last. For the 
first five-month period gross revenues of 
the group showed a gain of nearly $216,- 
000, much more than off-setting an in- 
crease of nearly $139,000 in expenditures. 
The net surplus of the group was about 
$15,000 less than a year ago, but this re- 
sulted after setting aside $69,000 more for 
maintenance and replacements and paying 
$10,000 more taxes to the city. 

; The deficit of the street railway for 
the 1942 period was $20,510, compar- 
ing with $36,802 for the 1941 _ per- 
iod. This drop of $16,000 in the defi- 
cit has direct bearing on the sugges- 
tion that street railway fares should be 
increased. The growth of population and 
the restrictions on the use of motor cars 
are no doubt the main factors in this im- 
proved showing. The improvement is 
great enough to warrant hope that by the 
end of the year the street railway will 
either be breaking even or be near enough 
to the self-sustaining basis that the rate 
of loss will be negligible, without any 
change in fares. 


Where The Money Is To Go 


Naturally, and very properly, one of 
the questions sure to arise when one 
ponders the quite incomprehensible fig- 
ures submitted by Mr. Ilsley is—where is 
the money going? For what is it to be 
spent, and why is so much required? The 
Minister has called for $3,900,000,000 to 
meet the outlays of the current year. 
What outlays? ' 

What is known as civil government, 
including all expenditures other than on 
war account, were estimated at $455,000,- 
000, with perhaps $30,000,000 more to be 
added in supplementary estimates. 

To maintain and expand our fighting 
forces will require at least $2,000,000,000. 

The provinces are to be paid $84,428,- 
000 for giving up their income taxes, 

And Canada is to finance British pur- 
chases in Canada of $1,000,000,000 
worth of food, materials and munitions. 

These items together total $3,570,000,- 
000. To allow for possible increases un- 
der one heading or another the budget 
provides for the round sum of $3,900,000,- 
000. 

There are just two ways to get the 
money. One is to collect it through taxa- 
tion. The other is to borrow. Both meth- 
ods are being employed. Hitherto taxa- 
tion has provided about three-quarters of 
the wartime spending. The aim is to 
maintain that ratio as nearly as possible, 
and thus avoid piling up trouble for the 
after-war years. Hence the sharply in- 
creased income taxes and the broadened 
scale of commodity and other taxes. 


The McMurray Oil Sands 


The removal of the tariff on machin- 
ery brought into Canada for handling oil 
sands and for extracting the oil there- 
from has reference of course to the devel- 
opment of the “tar sands” in the Fort Mc- 
Murray district. There is no other known 
deposit in Canada of corresponding size, 
or large enough to have created general 
interest. The desire to bring about a more 
rapid utilization of the Athabasca sands is 
the obvious reason for putting such ma- 
chinery on the free list. 

This machinery can now be brought in 
from any country without the payment of 
duty. This cheapening of the laid-down 
cost of the machinery must be considered 
important; else removal of the duty would 
be of no consequence. It may be inferred 
that the step is taken in response to re- 
quests from parties planning large devel- 
opment work, and that it reflects also an 
active interest on the part of the Govern- 
ment in giving these operations every 
chance to make headway. 

The prosecution of this enterprise will 
result in the creation of a great new in- 
dustry if the hopes of those interested are 
in any large degree realized. These hopes 
are naturally shared by all who are con- 
cerned in the progress of this part of Can- 
ada, and because of war conditions must 
also be shared by people in all parts of the 
Dominion who understand why gasoline 
has to be rationed. 

The tar sands are said to contain a 
larger known quantity of oil than any 
other source in the world. Their develop- 
ment is therefore a matter of national im- 
portance economically, and might be 
equally important to the Allied countries 
for military reasons, 


Canada Will Salute Its Army 


Next week is to be Army Week in Can- 
ada—from June 29th to July 5th, te be 
exact. In Edmonton the observance will 
begin one day earlier, with an open air 
service in Clarke Stadium on Sunday 
afternoon, A program has been arrang- 
ed for the following days of events calcu- 
lated to draw the attention of the public 


to the men in battle dress, what they are 
doing, how they are living, why they are 


in uniform and what this implies on their 
part and calls for on the part of others, 


Canada's Army has suffered a lack of 
interest from the civilian population, For 


the reason that the Army has not been 


engaged thus far in any major campaign. 


This was no fault of the soldiers, nor of the 
officers. It arose from circumstances 
quite beyond control—the vital need that 
Britain be held secure against invasion. 
It fell to the lot of our soldiers oversea to 
do garrison duty there, while men in the 
other forces and men from other parts of 
the Empire were meeting the enemy in 


battle. 
Naturally enough there has been a 


tendency to forget the soldier whilé we 
thought of the airman and the sailor, and 
the deeds of the Australians and the 
South Africans, It is high time that our 


Army came into its own in this matter. 


With events in Europe shaping up to 


an invasion of the continent, nobody can 


be unaware of the’ part our forces oversea 


will be called upon to play.* And surely, 


with the Japanese threatening to attempt 
a landing any day or night on the shores 


of British Columbia, no one can be insens- 
ible to the service that is being rendered 
by the young men who have been called 
up for training and by those who have 
voluntarily joined our home defence units.

“Canadianization” Of R.C.A.F. Overseas Is Effected 


By B. T. RICHARDSON 
_OTTAWA.—The Canadian de- 
sire for greater “Canadianiza- 
tion” of the overseas strength of 
the Royal Canadian Air Force, 
as expressed recently by Mr. 
Power, has been met in the new 
air agreement signed by the 
United Kingdom, Canada, Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand, Though 
it may seem a paradox to Mr. 


Canada have been met while at 
the same time a great degree of 
co-ordination in the essential 


| level of general direction has 


been gained. 

First of all, in the training 
fields of Canada which now ac- 
commodate a far larger propor- 
tion of the entire British air 
training requirement than spon- 
sors of the original plan of 1929 
foresaw, there is complete co- 
ordination under Canadian ad- 
ministration, 

In the second place, all major 
Operational problems overseas 
will be under British control. 
R.A.F. units in Canada will re- 
tain their identity, and the Brit- 
ish will exercise the right of con- 
sultation in matters of general 
administration. On the other 
hand, R.C.A.F. units overseas will 
retain their identity, and the 
Canadians will exercise the right 
of consultation on operational 
problems, 

This arrangement, with the 
merit of being eminently sensible, 
permits complete pooling of air 
training strength in Canada and 
complete pooling of overseas 
operational strength in Britain. 
An important change is that all 
Canadian-trained personnel in 
the R.A.F. will come under the

Visit To Poland Reveals Great Courage 


By A POLISH ARMY OFFICER. 
This story of a secret mission to 
Poland by parachute is told by a 
Polish army officer whose iden- 
tity obviously can not be dis- 
closed.

I was fortunate enough among 
many volunteers to win the draw 
for a mission to Poland, My 
breakneck trip was to be made 
by airplane and parachute land- 
ing.

Price was 504 feet long, a good- 
sized ship, and was upbound with 
coal from Cleveland when she 
steamed out of the St. Clair river 
and into Lake Huron on that evil 
Sunday night on November 11,

raged that week. It began as a 
north-easter on Lake Superior

A BRITISH PORT, June 26— 
(CP) — Thousands of Canadian 
scldiers from a score of formations 
across the Dominion arrived in

FAIR CROSSING 

Fair weather helped speed the} 
crossing and an escort of United 
States warships gave the transports

lumbia, service corps formations, 
a general hospital unit from the 
Pacific coast and ordnance, infantry, 
armored and forestry troops com: 
prised the bulk of the contingent, 
third to arrive in Britain in the last 
six weeks. 

Rear-Admiral Sir Arthur Brom- 
ely welcomed the arrivals on be- 
half of the dominions office and 
Officials of the British firefighting 
service greeted the firemen, first 
large contingent to arrive. 

Some were coming to Britain for 
the first time.
